■We, the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, baYe 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Seventh Annual 
Report. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1863, we have inspected 
the several Institutions which receive grants from Parliament 
These are — 



1. The Westmoreland Loch Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5 The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. The Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 

On the occasion of those inspections we made inqmry respecting 
the state and condition of each hospital, to ascertain if the comforts 
of the patients were duly provided for, the buildings^ kept in 
sufficient repairs, and the general management of each satisfactory. 
We have since issued the Circular (No. 1, Appendix) requesting 
such information or suggestions as the Governors of each hospital 
might wish to offer in respect to its funds, management, &c, and 
we give their replies in the Appendix (No. 2), 
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Scrmith lieport of the Board of Dvhlin Iloojiitah. 

The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

7S patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1862 ; 

ended 31st March, 1863, 865 were admitted, 841 
discharged, and 12 died, and 90 remained. The average daily 
number of beds occupied throughout the year was 92|. The time 
spent in hospital by each patient averaged 36 days. 

78 of the discharged patients are stated to have returned to 
their friends, and 77 to have gone into some of the Dublin 
Penitentiaries. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients is given in the 
Appendi.x (No. 3). 

The hospital, on inspection, was in a satisfactory condition, and 
is much improved.

The House of Industry Hospitals. 

57 patients remained in the Hardwicke Fever Hospital on the 
31st March, 18G2; in the year ended 31st March, 1863, 1,179 
were admitted; 1,044 discharged; and lOo died; and 87 remained. 

74 remained in the Whitworth Hospital at the end of March, 
1862 ; in the year ended 31st March, 1863, 1 ,1 15 were admitted; 
1,028 discharged : 84 died ; and 77 then remained. The number 
in the Hicliinond on the 3 1st March, 1862, was 93; the admissions 
in the year were 1,107 ; the discharges, 1,071 ; and the deaths, 
29 ; and 100 remained at the end of March, 1863. 

The mortality on the number treated to a termination was 9’2 
per cent, in the Hardwicke; 7*55 in the Whitworth; and 2-63 in 
the Hichmond. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was— 62 in the Hardwicke; 66^ in the Whitworth; and 92^ 
in the Hichmond. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients admitted into 
each hospital during the year is given in the Appendix (No. 3). 

The three hospitals appeared, on inspection, to be in good con- 
dition, and the comforts of tlie sick to be well attended to. 



Steevens’s Hospital. 

175 patients remained in this institution on the 3 1st March, 
lSd’2; in the year ended 31st March, 1863, 2,395 were admitted; 
2,317 discharged; and 67 died; and 186 remained. The mortality 
on the number treated to a termination was 2*81 per cent. 

This low mortality may be chiefly attributed, as observed in our 
Third Report, to the large number of Constabulary patients that 
are admitted, many for diseases that are comparatively less fatal 
than those that are usually admitted into general hospitals. 

A classified list of the diseases of the patients admitted, and of 
the diseases of which patients died in the year, is given in the 
Appendix (No. 3).

The institution w as 
in a verv satisfactory condition when inspected, and considerable 
improvements have been made in it during the year, as wiU appear 
by referring to the Governor’s reply in Appendix (No. 2).

69 patients remained in the infirmary wards on the 3 1st March, 
1862 ; in the year ended 3!st March, 1863, 890 were admitted ; 
861 were discharged ; and 36 died; and 63 then remained. In 
the fever wards 14 remained from the previous year: in the year 
ended 31st March, 1863. 287 were admitted ; 269 discharged ; 15 
died ; and 1 7 remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year, 
in the infirniarv wards, was C9i ; in the fever wards. 16. The 
time spent in hospital by the infirmary patients, averaged 26^ ; 
by the fever cases, 19s days. ^ • , . , • 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients admitted m 
the year, and of those of which patients died, is given in the

The hospital appeared, on inspection, to be in a satisiactory 
condition, with the exception of the laundry department, which 
immediately adjoins the kitchen, into which the steam from the 
former freely enters by the connecting doorway. Were this 
communication cut off. or the laundry placed at the rere of the 
building where there is sufficient space, it would be a considerable 
improvement. 



The Core-stkeet Fever Hospital. 

1 12 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1862 ; — 

in the year ended 31st March, 1863, 1 ,845 were admitted ; 1782 
discharged; and 94 died; and 81 remained. The average daily- 
number'’ of beds occupied throughout the year was 81. The time 
spent by each patient in hospital averaged 1 5 days. The mortahty

A classified return of the diseases of the patients admitted, and 
of those of which patients died, is given in the Appendix (No. 3). 

The state of the hospital was very satisfactory on inspection. 



The Rotcndo Ltinu-in Hospital. 

25 labour cases remained in this hospital on the 31st of hlareh, 
1862; in the year ended 31st March, 1863, 1,040 were admitted ; 
992 discharo-ed ; and 41 died ; and 32 remained. Of the cmonic 
class 9 remained at the commencement of the year; 215 wore 
admitted; 21o discharged ; 2 died; and 9 remained at the end 
of it.

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Seventh Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

The mortality in the labour class was 3 96 per cent. ; in the 
chronic, 0 93. 

The average daily number of beds occupied by labour cases 
during the year was 25 ; by chronic patients, 9|. The time spent 
in hospital by each of the former class averaged 8 j ; by each of the 
latter, 15| days. 

A classified return of the diseases of the chronic patients, and of 
those of which labour and chronic patients died, is given in the 
Appendix (No. 3). 

Only two extern labour cases were attended during the year. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory state on inspection, and some 
considerable improvements have been lately made with a view to 
improve its sanitary condition. 

We have already requested the attention of the Governors to 
the comparatively high cost of the support of this hospital. In 
Steevens’s the expenditure (excluding that for “ buildings and fur- 
nishing buildings”) on each bed occupied throughout the year 
averaged £25 135. ; in the Meath, £31 ; in Cork-street, £41 ; in 
the House of Industry Hospitals, £34 185.; in the Coombe, in- 
cluding the cost of extern attendance on 1,133 labour cases, 
£32 25. ; and in the Rotundo, £63 95.

HospUal g labour cases and 2 chronic patients remained in hospital on 
the 31st of March, 1862 ; in the year ended 31st March, 1863, 
60S of the former class, and 53 of the latter were admitted ; 604 
of the one class, and 51 of the other were discharged; and five 
labour patients and one chronic patient died, leaving in hospital 
five of the former, and one of the latter class. 

The mortahty in the labour class was 0-82 ; in tbe cbronic 
patients, 2 per cent. The time spent in hospital by both classes of 
patients averaged 1 0 days. 

A classified return of the diseases of the chronic class, and of 
those of which patients died, in hospital is given in the Appendix 
(No. 3). 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 17. 

1,133 labour cases were attended at their respective residences. 
This extern attendance was chiefly at the south-west side of the 
city. About a tenth of the attendance was on the north-west side 
of the city. 

This institution, except the Dispensary Department, is much 
improved ; but the Governors have lately got possession of adjoin- 
ing ground, on which they expect to erect a more commodious 
Dispensary, so soon as they have funds for it.

The institution was in a very satisfactory condition when in- 
snected. Its present accommodation is 32 beds, ■n-hich, with a well 
cmdncted dispensary department, is of great value to the classes 
for which it is intended. The Governors state that with increased 
funds the benefit of the hospital could be very much extended.

71 patients remained in hospital on the 31st March, 1862 ; in 
the veM ended 31st March, 1863, 26 were admitted, 1 was dis- — 
charged, and 18 died ; and 78 remained. The average daily 

number of beds occupied was 75|. .... ■ 

A classified list of the diseases of the patients is given in the 

^^Thri tesSiin ri conducted with much care and consideration 
for the comforts of the inmates, and with due economy . The 
Governors are erecting wards to contain 20 beds, that are intended 
to be appropriated to patients affected with phthisis— a class mr 
which hLpital accommodation is much required in Dublin, or 
rather in its vicinity.

Sir, — I am directed by the Governors of the House of Industry 
Hospitals to acknowledge the receipt of your circular of the IQth ultimo, 
and to acquaint you in reply, for the information of the Board of Super- 
intendence of Dublin Hospitals, that the state and condition of the 
Institution continue to be in every respect satisfactoiy. 

Within the past year the Governors caused to be effected various 
minor improvements, such as the enlargement of the hall of the Richmond 
Hospital, the erection of an additional new bath, &c., <tc., as pointed 
out to your Board at their last annual visit, all tending to increase the 
accommodation and comfort of the patients, and to promote their 
recovery. 

During the spring, summer, and autumn of last year, the number of 
sick poor suffering from febrile diseases was unusually large, and the 
pressure on the hospital accommodation and funds was proportionably 
heavy. The Governors w'ere enabled, however, by throwing open their 
Supplemental^ Fever Hospital, at great additional expense, to provide 
for the reception and treatment of all applicants for admission. The 
Governors are gratified in being able to report xhat fever appears to be, 
of late, considerably on the decrease. 

The Governors have no suggestions in particular to offer on the pre- 
sent occasion.

Coombe Lying-in Hospital, 
Sib, Dublin, 18th April, 1864. 

I have been requested by the Managing Committee of this hos- 
pital to acknowledge the receipt of your favour,, asking for any statement 
or suggestion regarding the institution, and to inform you that there are 
but few topics requiring comment. 

The most important occurrence during the past year has been the 
purchase of the interest of two parties in the rent of the hospital. The 
rent to which the Committee were liable has been T42 per annum ; but 
by the outlay of little more than £200, it has been reduced to £13 16s. Ud! 
a-year for the future. 

The witlidrawal of the recognition of the Certi6cates of this hospital 
by the Poor Law Commissioners, after they had received them for many 
years, and without any cause of complaint, as admitted by that Board, 
has occupied the attention of the Committee of this hospital and a 
lengthened correspondence has resulted between these two bodies. It 
is imnecessary to dwell at greater length on this topic, as a copy of the 
entire correspondence has been already foi-warded to the Board of 
Snperintepdence for their advice and co-operation in the endeavour of 
this Committee to procure a reversal of the decision of the Poor Law 
Commissioners ; and it is presumed that same will be published as an 
Appendix to this communication in the Beport of the Boai-d of Super- 
intendence. 

Eefereuce has been made on former occasions to the desire of the 
Committee of this hospital to enlarge the hospital and to procure 
essential accommodation for dispensaiy and other purposes ; want of 
funds has, however, hitherto prevented this being carried into effect. 
I think it right now to acquaint you, for the information of the Board, 
that plans have been procured and a subscription set on foot for this 
very desirable object.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ire- 
land, acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 1 4th instant, in which you request 
to be informed whether it is the case that the Diploma of the Rotunda Hospital is 
recognised by the Commissioners, while that of the Coombe Lying-in Hospital is 
not recognised ; and in reply the Commissioners desire to state that the Medical 
Officers of Dispensaries and "Workhouses are required to possess, as qualification 
in Midwifery, by the recent Order of the Commissioners, “ a certificate from some 
Board or Court of Examiners, or other body duly authorized to grant same, of 
their possessing a competent knowledge of Midwifery;” the certificate of the 
Coombe Lying-in Hospital not being issued by a body so authorized, does not 
satisfy the requirement of the order.

t have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your three several letters of 
February Idth, March 31st, and April 4th, 1863, in reply to mine of Februnry J-lth, 
March 28th, and April 2nd, respectively, and I have been directed by the Board 
of Governors of this Hospital, to convey their thanks to the Commissioners for 
the courtesy and promptness of their replies. 

It is with much satisfaction that the Governors have learned that the withdr.awal 
of the recognition of the Certificate from this hospital “ has not resulted from any 
overt act on the part of the Committee, or of any of its officers,” but has been 
occasioned solely by the circumstance that it does not, as the Commissioners 
oelieve, satisfv the terms of the Order of October 10th, 1862, to the effect, &c. 

To the spirit of that Order, the Governors give their fullest assent, as it has long 
been their opinion that a Diploma in Midwifery, from an Incorporated Sledical 
Body, was the only legal qualification therein, and, had such a qualification been 
alone accepted by the Commissioners, the Goveiuors would have cordially yielded 
to it, as well from its legality as from its eveiihanded justice; but they cannot 
avoid expressing their feeling that equal justice has not been meted out by the 
Commissioners to the Rotunda Lying-in Hospital and to this, hut that, on the 
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contrary, the nrea(,st posdhh io.mlice has been 3 one to this institution by the cOT- 
to recoonisc the Certificate of the former, trlnch is not, the Goremora 
maintain, “a'bodr duly autliorized to grant same, and by the withdrawal from 
Se latter will,o«fa,m rM»naWe cause, of a recognition winch had been a“otaed 
bvthe Commissioners many years since, w hen the Medical Chanties of Ireland 
were first placed nnder their control ; and it cannot but appear mexpbcable that 
ibis recognition was granted when the institution was poor, limited in its opera- 
tion", limited in its tiieilities for study, and very limited in the nu“her of its

hetbre the several examining boards of this kingdom to be second to none, and 
have attested the high-class instruction in Practical Midwifery afforded m 
liosnital- wlien, in addition, it has received the approve of both Govemnient, by 
its Mcominendation of a parliameatary grant, and ot Parliament itself by its grant- 
ing saL; and when, moreover, its Certificates are received and recognised by 
eviry College and Licensing Body in the kingdom, and by every branch ?f the 
Public Service, not excepting even the Poor Law' Commissioners, until within the 

'The'cio vernors, moreover, feel .specially aggrieved by the fact that the Order of 
the Commissioners of October loth, 1 662 , affects no other hospual tlrnn this— a tact 
which lias given rise to moat unpleasant comments from various sources. 

In vour letter of 4 th akpril, 166.6, you state that the Diploma of the Coomhe 
Hosiiital -‘does not satisfy the terms of the Order," and cannot therefore ^ recog- 
nised and as the Commissioners recognise the Diploma of the Rotunda Hospital, 
it must eonsegiientlv he inferred that tliey are of opimira that tlie latter Bip oma 
does satisfy same ; but the Governors of this Hospital cannot find one tittle ot 
evidence to support such a conclusion, hut ratlier the diametrically reveree. 

It the Commissioners will refer to the Medical Act, clause 34, they will find that 
a le"allv qualified medical practitioner is "a person registered under the Act, 
while clause 15 provides that the persons to be

and in no part of that Schedule can he found the name of the Rotunda or any other

to the na=«ing of that Act, but in both instances without avail. It is consequently 
clear that the manifest intention of the Legislature was that those who possess 
tiie Certificate of either of these institutions should not be, per 
and that neither of the hospitals in question should be deemed a body duly 

*^'^it°mavf perhap^^ be maintained that inasmuch as the Governors of the Rotunda 
Hospital are incorporated by charter, the Master of that institution can grant a 
lecal qualification, but the Governors of this Hospital hold that even had the Medi- 
cal Act, which has set at rest the whole question, as has be^ shown, never been 
in existence, the charter reierreil to merely incorporates the Governors as a chari- 
table bodv', and cives 710 pew tr whatever as a medical corporation. V . 1 • 

There is no clause therein which refers to Midwifery mstmction, which is as 
follows-— “And .all students ill physio, surgeons, or apprentices to surgeons, and 
all such others, whether men or women, as intend to practise Midwifery, “ni 
be approved of by the said Master, shiiU and may have full liberty to f *e 
said hospital, and he instructed by the Master and ins two assistants. In this, it 
will be perceived there is not one word of examination, or of granting any qualifi- 
Stion and the only “approval” necessary is antecedent to grantmg a hberty to 
attend, and not after tlie attendance has been accompUshed. 

Tlie manifest intention ot a charter is to give an mstitution .a position, and a 
certain amount of stability, but not to confer upon it a 

and it is quite clear that in the case in question a course of study at that hos|ntM 
wasfntenldto he but a sleppiug-stoue to the obtaining “ 

‘•a hniiv dulv authorized to grant same ” just as a course of stu^ ^suehinstx^- 
tlons as Dn Senk Hospital, Jervis^reet Hospital, or Sir P. Dun’s HospitM 
feach aud every one of which is incorporated by its respectne charter), is in like 
butTLpping-stoae to the obtaining such leg.M qualification ; and as weU 
might anyone o/tliese hospitals claim aright to grant f 

Surgery, as the Botnndii Hospital to grant one in Midwiferj , or as well migit it 
he i-Md that the certificates of these institutions should be recognised to the 
cluJon of those from other Don-chartered hospitals, as that a monopoly in Midw ifiry 
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teaching should be granted to the Rotunda Hospital to the exclusion of other non 
chartered Midwifery Hospitals. 

Ti^ GoTeroors cannot conclude this letter without expressing their re°Tet that 
no official intimation had ever been made to them of the adoption of the'Order of 
October 10th, 1^2, by which they were so seriously affected : and it was not until 
late in January last, more than three months afterwards, that they became aware 
of Its existence by mere rumour, which at first they scarcely believed. 

They, moreover, feel that they have a right to complain of what they consider a 
^at hardship on those affected by it, that, in framing the Order, the Commis 
sioners altogether ignored existing rights, and in one moment disfranchised Gentle- 
men whose qualifications were perfect up to that date ; and complaints ha\^ been 
forwarded by several whose Midwifery Certificates from this hospit^ bore date 
long before the date of the Order referred to, but did not seek Poor Law annoint. 
ments until subsequent thereto. 

In conclusion, the Goveraors respectfully beg the Commissioners to give their 
attention to the whole subject, and especially to bear in mind that progress is the 
^irit of the age ; that the present is a time to remove all barriers to the fullest 
fteMom in education, for putting an end to all monopoly, and for granting, to the 
fullest extent, a free trade therein ; and they venture to surest to the Commissioners 
the consideration whether tlie recent Order is in accordance with that spirit or 
whether it is a retrograde movement ; whether it is not, in fact, although expressed 
m general terms, a granting of a monopoly in teaching Practical Midwifery to the 
itotunna Hospital. 

The Gpvernors therefore heg them to reconsider the whole question, and to place 
the two institutions on a similar footing, either by the recognition of both or the 
rejection of both, as direct qualifications.
